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GERMAN TROOPS
MARCH TO DEATH
10 BAND MUSIG

Make Their Attacks Singing and
With Drums Beating Says
One Correspondent.

THRILLING STORY OF BATTLE

Deseription of the Retreat of the Ger-
mans to the Aisne and the Des-
perate Fignting That Accom-
panled and Followed it

- By HERBERT TEMPLE.
European Manager of the Internation-
al News Beryice.

London,—German troops are dying
to the music of their regimental bands
ia tho valley of death along the Afsne
by day and night.

Their losses are colossal, says an
English correspondent who sends his
story from La Ferte-Milon, south of
Bolssons,

Describing a counter-attack made by
the Germans, he says:

“They came on singing, with their
drums beating behind them. Even at
mght they had their bands to play
thein on to attack.

“We met them in the holes they
had tiemeelves dug, and, as & French
soldiai~who told the siory, sald: ‘¥-n
know, In a flight llke that we had
them at a diradvantage, for our bay-
onets ara longer than theirs, only all
these straps about our chests and
shoulders get in our way and - hin-
der our movements. The Germans
are better off in that respect and so
aro yocur soldiers, as they can use
their arms freely. The Germans
would break for a while and go back,
but as soon as we sent them back
another lot would come on, and so it
went, time after time.”

Scos Waste of Battles.

The eame correspondent sends this
soul-stirring story of the battle that
had entered its recond week:

“From the battlefield of Marne I
worked my way northward through
Chantilly and Senlis to Cropy-en-
Valois to this valley of death, . 1 eame
by night through lands wasted by the
fect of tens of thousands of hrmed
men and by innumerable wheels of
fhe world's greatest armies.

“It was a strange, terrible expari-
ance. Al along the route I sow
fieath and destruction. 1 saw dead
mer: and dead horsos, villages in ruin
and rallway rolling stock scattered
over bare flelds. A great water tank,
hurled from its base, was lying dere-
lict amongst ruined hay stacks. 1
sow a transport wagon, ita whnals
smashed, leaning dizzily over the
bodies of the brave men who failed
to save It from destruction, and who
refused to leave it.

“1 have seen on this road sights
that convince me that tho retreat
was not only swift, but precipitated
to a point of actunl penic.

Reasons for Retreat,

“It was Alsne or destruction. It fe
necassary to reallze that'fust as the
“Med army, on its way from Mons
to Parfs, was in danger of the Ger-
man flanking movement which threat-
ened to overwheliu {1, so was General
von Kluek's rfght flank, In its re-
treat from Paris to Alene, in extreme
danger. To avoid annihilation, he fled
to a position of tremendous strength
toward the west, It was absolutely
cssential to his eafety to galn the
‘position of Alsne.

“One must uot i « sight of the su-
vrome fact of the present situation
that just as the {unction of the Ourcq
and Marne at Meaux made that town
the key of encounfer lanst week, so
the junction of the Olse and the Alsne
&t Compelgne has endowed the lat-
ter with eardinal {mportance. Once
across the Alsne, the German army
had the River Oise on its right, and,
for the moment, the danger of belng
out-flanked wes averted, =~

“This wasg the position on Sunday,
September 13, the first day of the
great frontal battle.

“On the right the army was pro-
tectad by ths foresis of Algls asd by
the River Olse, which' descends al-
most due south from Noyon. It was
and is an extremely strong position
and one capable of only a frontal at-
. Open Attack on Sunday. .
. "It wos clear from the guiset that
these fortifled positions " must be
fought for and taken, no matter how
great the effort or how terrible the
eacrifice. Happily, the;timo afforded
General von' Kluck's army for prep-

“The valley of the river became an
Inferno. From helght to helght the |
Breat guns belched forth their fire in |
terrifie fasliion. Huge shells went |
shrieking across the river and the |
river mendowa.

“The enemy poured a withering fire
upon the allizd troops and engineers
that were engaged in bullding pon-
toon bridges, The pontoons are car-
rled on wagons especlally construct-
ed for their transportation. It is nee-
essary to bring these pontoons to the
water's edge, launch them and then
lash them together,

“The ecene by this time had becoma

fearful and beyond the deseription of |*

words. To the terrible grandeur of
it was added the sight of Germon
and French aeroplanes hovering over
the battlefleida. Time and again they
daslied across the river to recon-
nolter and carried on thelr work sue-
ceasfully, although they were sub-
Jected to a terrific fire from tho Qer-
man ghns especlally made for the
purposa of bringing down alrships.

. “Finally the allied army, foot by
foot, began to advance toward the
river bank. Thanks to the presence
of the emezll, unbroken bridge, the
English troops were able to offect a
croseing of the river comparatively
enrly, while the French, showing
great bravery, began crossing the
river in single flle by using the steel
girder,

Germans Forced to Retire.

“In the meantime the englneers re-
newed their task of pontoon bridge
bullding and columns of troops
crofised the river. DBy nightfall the
crossing of the river had been ef-
fected and the enemy was forced to
retire.

“It was clear that this retirement
was not to be accepted as a victory
for the allies, as all night long search-
lights swept the river, and opposing
gencrals attempted to carry out vari-
ous strategic moves with a view to
renewing the combat the next day.
Desultory firing was kept up through-'
out the night.

“At a certain period during the
night It beecame exceedingly important
that the enemy ghould have no knowl-
adge of the position of a detachment
of the Dritish Infantry, which was up
close to tie encmy. A stray shot
struck one of the British soldlers,
shattering a bone in his arm.

Uttered No Sound.

“Had he let a ory escape him the
discovery of the British detachment
would have been made Dut this
wounded soldier never uttered a ery.

“Monday dawned cold and windy,
ond showers fell occasionally. The
Germans began buflding MNttle pits,
while the alllag plse entrenshed them.
selves againgt heavy bombardments,

YAt times the eiiemy attempted to
take the offensive, and even suc.
ceeded, within smell arass, in foreing
beck the alligs, just as the allies ene-
ceeded elsewhere in forelng back tho
enemy. , " . :

“It now became evident that this
Was no rear guard of Germans that
was engaged, but that it wos o de-
termined stand of the army of Gen-
eral von Kluck. Moreover, It was
strongly suspected that German fe-
cnforcements wero coming up,

“On Tuesday afternoon & very se
vere attack was made by the anemy,

who evidently had been re-enforcedi] '

and who seemed determined to break

through the allled lines between Vie

ser-Alsne. and Bolssons. This attack
was heralded by a tremendous out-
burst of the heavy Gérman artillery,
followed by o systematic advance oi
the Infantry, .
